Just  last  weekend,  I  was  talking  to  my  dad  when  the  subject  of  college  was  brought  up-  as  I  recall,  I  think  he  had  been  trying  to  motivate 
me  into  starting  my  nonexistent  speech,  even  though  I  did  my  best  to  assure  him  that  I  really  wasn’t  procrastinating,  and  that  I  could 
probably  plan  my  speech  the  night  before  if  need  be.  As  we  went  into  a  detailed  discussion  of  my  future  college  life,  I  began  voicing  some 
fears,  such  as  how  I  could  possibly  live  on  my  own  when  I  had  lived  in  a  sheltered  home  for  over  1 8  years.  Sensing  my  apprehension,  he 
took  the  time  to  tell  me  a  short  story.  He  said  that  when  I  was  entering  the  1  st  grade,  I  remarked  how  scared  I  was  that  everyone  but  me 
would  be  able  to  do  perfect  addition/subtraction  (having  taken  calculus  this  year  I  more  certainly  wish  those  were  the  biggest  of  my 
worries),  read  perfectly  (I  was  still  trying  to  follow  those  books  on  tape),  and  write  superbly  as  well.  And  imagine  all  this  as  a  first  grader! 
And  every  single  time  I  would  voice  this  fear,  he  would  always  tell  me  the  same  5  words:  ‘That’s  what  school  is  for.” 

Each  year  throughout  high  school  as  my  personal  and  educational  expectations  have  increased,  I  have  experienced  that  repeating  sense 
of  discomfort:  How  would  I  possibly  be  able  to  keep  up  with  school  (or  with  my  friend  and  competitor,  Spencer  Wyant,  for  that  matter)? 
And  nonetheless,  those  5  words  of  wisdom  proved  to  be  correct-  school  has  continuously  prepared  me,  as  I  am  sure  it  has  also  prepared 
you,  for  the  challenges  to  come.  Elementary  school  helped  prepare  us  for  middle  school,  middle  school  for  high  school,  and  undoubtedly 
high  school  has  prepared  us  for  college,  or  anything  else  we  choose  to  do.  High  school  has 
given  us  the  knowledge  and  wisdom  necessary  to  pursue  our  next  challenge  but  also,  more 
importantly,  the  people  skills  that  will  unquestionably  help  us  in  later  life  and  ultimately 
define  who  we  are.  I’m  sure  that  every  one  of  us  had  to  deal  with  that  difficult  teacher  or  fellow 
student  who  either  had  different  beliefs,  or  was  simply  someone  who  we  could  not  get  along 
with.  Nonetheless,  the  ability  to  deal  with  different  types  of  people  is  probably  one  of  the 
greatest  things  that  high  school  could  have  hoped  to  teach  us-  for  when  we  enter  the  real  world, 
past  this  shelter  that  we’ve  been  at  for  the  last  4  years  or  so,  we’re  going  to  find  that  at  best, 
our  high  school  was  a  mere  microcosm  of  how  things  really  are.  We  are  going  to  learn  that  we 
are  greatest  when  we  appreciate  our  differences.  Why  is  there  conflict,  ranging  from  the  bully 
tormenting  the  innocent  student,  to  wars  that  decimate  many  lives  and  put  the  world  in  chaos? 

Simply  put,  it  is  because  people  fail  to  get  along  with  one  another.  The  ability  to  tmly  tolerate 
and  respect  people  is  an  acquired  skill  that  makes  us  great.  For  in  the  end,  one  can  only  hope  to 
work  hard,  be  kind,  make  friends,  and  avoid  unnecessary  conflict  I  ask  that  all  of  you  to  strive 
to  appreciate  your  differences  and  to  have  the  patience  and  wisdom  to  coexist  with  each  other. 

It  is  a  challenge  we  must  face  every  day  and  it  will  never  be  easy.  By  doing  so,  one  can  thereby 
hope  to  live  a  long,  rewarding  and  prosperous  life. 

I’d  just  like  to  say  that  I  hope  I  didn’t  frighten  anyone,  for  I  didn’t  mean  to  be  overly  serious 
at  such  a  joyful  occasion  as  this.  We’ve  gone  through  4  years  of  high  school,  and  it  is  now  time 
to  fully  enjoy  ourselves.  I  wish  the  senior  class  of 2009  the  best  with  whatever  they  may  choose 
to  do  (as  I  most  certainly  hope  we  can  all  stay  in  touch),  and  look  forward  to  playing  rock 
band  at  OP  GRAD  later  tonight.

Welcome  and  congratulations  class  of  2009.  Today  marks  the  culmination  of  your  high  school  career  as  well  as  a  major  turning  point  in 
our  lives.  A  lot  of  people  make  a  big  deal  out  of  today,  and  for  good  reason.  This  is  the  end  of  both  high  school  and  a  major  part  of  our 
lives.  Yet  for  those  of  us  who  are  actually  graduating,  it’s  hard  to  fully  appreciate  its  significance.  We  all  know  it’s  an  important  day,  but  in 
many  ways  it  can  feel  as  though  it’s  just  one  last  thing  we  need  to  do  to  get  through  high  school.  At  the  very  least,  I  can’t  imagine  that  many 
of  you  are  having  the  time  of  your  life  just  listening  to  these  speeches,  and  I  don’t  blame  you. 

When  I  first  started  writing  this  speech,  I  had  intended  to  make  a  pretty  traditional  one  about  how  the  significance  of  today  would 
become  clearer  with  time.  While  I’m  sure  it  would  have  been  decent,  it  was  definitely  going  to  be  boring.  Most  of  you  would  remember 
almost  nothing  from  the  speech,  and  those  of  you  that  did  probably  wouldn’t  have  taken  much  from  it.  In  fact,  most  speeches  really  aren’t 
remembered,  and  to  give  a  tmly  memorable  speech,  you  have  to  be  either  a  fantastic  writer  or  a  very  insightful  person;  in  this  situation,  I 
am  neither. 

Of  course,  I’m  not  trying  to  demean  any  of  the  other  speakers  this  afternoon,  who  are  all  more  than  capable  of  leaving  a  memorable 
impact  on  all  of  you.  Nor  am  I  trying  to  degrade  today’s  graduation;  it  really  is  an  important  event  that  I  hope  you  all  enjoy  and  remember. 
I’m  simply  explaining  why  I  abandoned  my  original  attempt  at  a  speech,  one  that  would  not  have  been  unlike  many  given  before  in 
previous  graduations.  I  was  trying  to  be  practical  and  I  found  it  kind  of  pointless  to  write  an  entire  speech  that,  at  the  end  of  the  day  wasn’t 
going  to  have  much  of  an  impact  Nevertheless,  talking  about  how  pathetic  my  original  speech  was  going  to  be  isn’t  much  of  an 
improvement  from  actually  giving  it  And  well,  I ’m  not  really  the  best  storyteller  and  my  type  of  humor  really  doesn’ t  fit  in  here  so  instead 
I’ve  decided  to  share  with  you  just  a  few  simple  thoughts  I’ve  had  while  thinking  about  graduation.  They  are  all  a  little  cliched,  but  let’s 
face  it,  many  things  are  cliched  simply  because  they’re  so  true. 

First  off,  what’s  most  important  about  a  turning  point  is  not  the  event  itself,  which  merely  serves  as  a  marker  for  our  progress,  but  the 
past  that  precedes  it  and  the  future  that  develops  from  it.  The  past  is  the  past;  it  is  unchangeable.  Dwelling  on  it,  regretting  things  you  did  or 
did  not  do,  ultimately  does  nothing  to  move  your  life  forward.  That  isn’t  to  say  the  past  should  be  forgotten,  being  that  everything  that 
happen  to  us  in  the  past  has  made  us  who  we  are  today,  and  often  in  ways  we  didn’t  expect.  I  doubt  anyone  of  us  could  have  accurately 
predicted  at  the  beginning  of  high  school  what  we  would  be  like  when  we  were  leaving  it  And  for  the  record,  we’re  definitely  a  better  class 
now  than  four  years  ago.  We’ve  all  had  a  lot  of  great  and  happy  moments  over  these  past  years,  memories  we  will  enjoy  looking  back  on 
later  in  our  lives.  Unfortunately,  we’ve  also  been  a  class  that  has  seen  more  than  its  fair  share  of  misfortune;  but  we’ve  persevered,  and 
we’re  all  here  today  with,  I  believe,  a  pretty  deep  appreciation  for  our  lives. 

Now,  on  the  opposite  end,  the  future  is  a  formidable  prospect,  an  unpredictable  unknown  that  is,  in  many  ways,  ours  to  create.  A  great 
thing  about  graduating  is  that  you  have  more  freedom  over  your  life  now  than  ever  before.  And  tmly,  it  is  your  life,  do  want  you  want  with 
it  Obviously  I  can’t  stand  up  here  and  suggest  that  you  do  anything  violent  or  harmful  or  that  you  act  so  irresponsibly  that  you  endanger 
yourself.  But  you  should  have  fun  with  your  life,  you  should  take  chances,  and  you  shouldn’t  pass  up  the  opportunities  that  are  presented  to 
you.  Meet  as  many  people  and  go  to  as  many  places  as  you  can.  This  is  probably  your  only  chance  on  life,  so  why  not  make  it  as  interesting 
as  possible.  At  the  same  time,  making  a  few  positive  contributions  to  the  world  isn’t  a  bad  thing  to  do  either. 

Well,  after  saying  all  that,  my  speech  sounds  pretty  traditional  anyways.  Oh  well.  At  least  this  way  it  was  a  lot  easier  to  write.  And  if  you 
don’t  want  to,  you  don’t  have  to  apply  anything  I  just  said  to  your  life;  they’re  just  my  opinions.  But  at  the  very  least,  enjoy  the  rest  of  your 
graduation,  and  for  that  matter,  enjoy  the  rest  of  your  life.  Good  luck  and  goodbye.  Thank  you.
